Command Of Home Defence | 


In appointing Gen. Ironside 
Commander-in-Chief of Home 
Defence, the Home Government 
have shown recognition of the 


country by the surge of the war 
to the narrows of the Channel. 
Sir Edmund Tronside’s  trans- 
ference from the post of Chief 
of the Imperial General Staff 
puts most of the forces of the 
Army allotted to the protection 
of the home country under: the 
control of a soldier of the highest 
distinction, and of proved 
capacity both as an organiser 
and in the field. It is fortunate 
that in Sir John Dill, who was 
brought back from France not 
long ago to serve as Vice-Chief, 
Gen. Ironside has a successor 
who commands -the complete 
confidence of the Army and 
whose insight and ‘judgment 
may be relied on by the War 
Cabinet. 

Taking over the Home Defence 
post from General Kirke, whose 
invaluable work for the Terri- 
torial Army will long be remem- 
bered, Gencral Ironside has 
urgent tasks.

BLOCKAD 


With the land blockade of 
Hongkong actually in opera- 
tion-and the possibility of a 
sea blockade in the offing, it is 

. time to take stock of the 
. situation. : 


In the first place, we must 
raise tho question: What would 
_ be the motive behind a blockade, 
actual or impending? Sccondly, 
-would such a blockade be deemed 
justifiable and: expedient? 
~ Before ‘proceeding on with 
theso: questions a few words, by 
way of explanation, should be 
said about blockade. In a gencral 
sense, blockade means “tho shut- 
ting up of a place by troops or 
ships so aa to provent ingress or 
egress” (Webster). It is prac- 
-tically synonymous with the 
word siege. 

In ‘this light, therefore, we 
might say ‘that Hongkong has 
been blockaded by Japan for 
almost two years, to wit, since.

As the line fited past the big steaming 
cauldrons, plates. were filled with 
army pork and beans,.ronst beef and 
gravy, huge: Idaho baked potatoes, 
cole slaw salad,- bread and - thick 
strawberry jam.

As soon as all the evacuces had 
been assigned to quarters, about 6 
o'clock, dinner was served, 
ahd older clilldren went over to the 
mess bullding where faces bright- 
ened-ond cheerful volees rang out 
as the regulation army tin plates 
and thick cups’ were honded out. 
As the line fled past the big steaming 
couldrons, plates were filled with 
army pork and beans, roast beef and 
gravy, huge Idaho baked potatocs, 
cole slaw salud, bread and thick 
strawberry jom. Then, too, there 
were bottles of milk and hot coffec. 
Mothers with, small babies were fed 
in a seporate bullding, where nurses 
had prepared formuln foods for the

About 65 army cots were spread 
in ench of the large dormitories In 
the barracks, while smaller rooms 
contained as few as four and six 
beds, Snowy white with, theiy clean 
shects and pillows, ‘and a heavy army 
blanket folded at the foot of euch, the 
cots were an Inviting sight to the 
wenry travellers, who lost no time in 
making themselves comfortable. 

One little boy, however, insisted on 
standing on his rights. “I'm not 
going to sleep with you. to-nght, 
Mummy,” he declared. «Why not?”

At pre- 
sent Baguio is already taking care of 
approximately 1,300 of the evacuces 
who arrived here last Wednesday, 

Meanwhile, Red Cross workers are 
arranging for more space in Manila 
and vicinity for the accommodation 
of yesterday's | arrivals, These 
arrangements are being made In‘ ao 
more Ielsurely fashion Inasmuch. as 
there isno need for the rush that was 
experienced last week when things 
had to be done Last In order to prepare 
for the arrival of the evacuces. 

Red Cross officials pointed out— 
with  pride—that the 1,640 rst 
evacuees were taken to Fort McKin« 
tey Wednesday night and by noon 
Suturduy everyone had been placed 
somewhere else and the barracks at 
the army post been made ready for 
the two groups that arrived yesterday, 

A number of the evacuees from 
McKinley were transferred to Manila 
Saturday noon and later sent to Del 
Carmen and Canlubang whero ar- 
Tangements had been made to house 
and core for them, 

Four big dormitories were hastily 
furnished and put in condition for the 
evacueccs Manila. und in each one the 
visitors are geting the best care 
posalble, with Red Cross nurses. in 
attendance. A visit by o Red Cross 
worker to these dormitories revealed 
that the evacuces’ morale was high 
and they expressed contentment over 
the arrangements made for them... 
, Evacuces Gratoful . 

“You can say for.us.” one yisitor 
lodged at the NaUlonal Federation of

The stormy weather coupled with 
the, discomfort of a crowded voyage 
caused more than §0 per cent of the 
passengers to yet seasick, ft was 
learned. The worst sufferers were 
children, or mothera who had more 
than one child to take care of. | 

Apparently tired and fagged' out 
with such a trying Journey. some 
mothers sat dismally on boxes and 
sacks ot Picr 7, holding on to their 
small babies while admonishing older 
ones to stay: in thelr places while 
waiting for their luggage to arrive 
and for army trucks to start loadin; 
them for new.:temporary homes,

Blame Chinese Refugees 

The presence of the large number 
of Chinese refugees in the British 
crown colony was’ blamed by’ many 
for the evacuation. They sald that 
the Chinese refugees absolutely refuse 
to leave the city and the government 
had to evacuate British women and 
children hot only to put them jn a 
place where. they will be compara~ 
lively safer but also to give aon 
example to the Chinese -refugses.

No Scrious Act 


Paying a tribute to the behuvtour 
of the refugees, Capt..0, Peake, 
Under-Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs, suid that apart from one or 
two petty instances, there hay been 
no serious act hostile to the State. 
Throughout the winter the Govern. 
ment were able to resist the public 
clamour to intern the lot, but the 
Over-running of — Holland — and 
Belgium, which, attributed largely in 
the public mind to Fifth Column 
activities, made radical chanjfes in 
the situation, : 

’ When Holland and Belgium fell, 
(he military authorities impressed 
upon the Home Office that enemy and

Clever Action By 
Polish Skippers . 


LONDON, July 10 (Reuter), 
—Determined action by ‘two 
Polish merchantship captains has 
saved thelr ships for future ser- 
vice in.the war against Germany, 
it ia revealed in London to-day, 

One of the ships, of 3,000 tons, was 
In harbour‘at Dakar when she ‘was 
ordered by the French authorities not 
to sall. The Polish captain ignored 
the order, brought his ship out by 
dodging beams of searchiights and 
manocuvred his way through the net 
of defences. :
